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RESPONSE 

This paper is in response to the Office Action mailed March 27, 2006. 

The Examiner has rejected claims 1 to 22 as lacking novelty and / or inventiveness over 
the prior art, notably US 6,71 1,297 to Chang, taken individually (Claims 1, 3-5, 8-11, 19 
and 20), together with US 6,397,259 to Lincke (claims 2 and 13), together with US 
6,801,665 to Atsumi (claims 6, 7, 14, 15, 21 and 22), together with US 6,6,608,933 to 
Dowell (claims 12 and 16), and together with Dowell in view of Lincke (claims 17 and 
18). 

Applicant respectfully amends claims 1, 8, 13 and 19 to better explain the differences 
between the present invention and Chang's technology, showing why the present 
invention is novel and inventive there over, and files new dependent claims 23 and 24. 

It is, therefore, requested that a Notice of Allowance issue and that all of the pending 
claims be allowed. 
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
